The  information  we  receive  on  periodical  routing  slips  about  the  men  listed 
thereon  is  sometimes  quite  confusing, 

1.  Another  -town  written  under  a  man's  name.  Does  this  mean  that  he  is  tem- 
porarily in  this  town  and  the  magazine  has  been  forwarded  to  him,  or  has 
he  transferred  to  this  town?  We  do  not  know  whether  to  change  the  man's 
address  on  all  our  records  when  a  periodical  returns  with  a  routing  slip 
so  marked, 

2.  The  word  "Delete"  is  written  by  a  name.     Does  this  mean  that  the  man  no 
longer  wishes  to  see  this  particular  magazine?    That  is  what  it  should 
mean,  we  think.    Or  docs  it  mean  the  man  has  been  transferred  or  has  re- 
signed?   If  he  has  been  transferred,  he  probably  wishes  to  see  the  same 
magazines.    We  need  to  know  definitely  when  a  man  resigns  or  is  transferred. 

Since  it  takes  periodicals  a  long  time  to  circulato,  it  is  always  better  to 
write  to  the  library  when  a  change  should  be  made  in  a  man's  address,  a  perio- 
dical deleted,  or  when  he  has  resigned.    An  informal  note  is  all  right. 

Remember,  too,  that  we  may  have  routed  magazines  with  a  man's  name  well  down  on 
the  list  just  before  you  told  us  to  remove  his  name.     In  that  case,  magazines 
will  come  addressed  to  him  for  sometime  after  we  have  actually  removed  his  name 
from  all  records.
